Springfield, ni., April 13. — One 
death, a fatal iajurr iind a eeore or 

more of Injuries resulted from a tor- 
nado that swept over Ijogan, Dewltt 
and Piatt counties Sunday afternoon. 
.The fatality occurred in the Halaa- 
danar aettlein«nt, a little fanning 
comauBltir thraa mllM mm Atwood, 
Piatt county. Thft h«i» «t Clifford 
Halsadarzer waa demolished and after 
the Btorm Halsadarzer's infant son 
waa found dead 300 feet from the 
place where the house stood. The 
baby was lying In bed when the wind 
struck the house. Mrs. Halsadarzer 
was hurled across the village street 
and fatally Injured. Mrs. J. B. Mar- 
tin's home was destroyed, and. several 
guests were painfully injured. 

Deer creek, in Logan county, waa 
swept dry of water. Reports from this 
district state that three houses were 
destroyed and a number of people 
more or less Injured. , Supervisor Ad- 
am Scbanaurer'a handsome residence 
was destroyed. The family of aeveral 
children and a number of visitors, 15 
in all, sought safety la the cellar, and 
the house was torn from over them. 
The homes of Samuel V. Baldwin and 
Qua Knecht were destroyed. 

Mrs. Balwin and two farm hands 
took refuge in a smoke house In which 
they were hurled several hundred feet 
and painfully injured. 

It is reported that the town of 
WaynesviUe and the blue /pnM dis- 
tricts east of Atlanta were sti^uA and 
much damage resulted, but cximmunl- 
catlon with these points is cut off. 

Lincoln, 111., April 13.— Three farm 
residences were destroyed, several per- 
sons were Injured and grain and ma- 
chinery were blowiyaway Sunday by a 
tornado which swept over the countiy 
east of Llntoln. The storm followed 
Deer creek and passed from the south- 
west to the northeast. The homes of 
Samuel V. Baldwin, Adam Schanauer 
and Onatave Knecht w^ere wrecked and 
the families and visitors escaped by 
rushing to the cellars on hearing the 
roar of the approaching storm. The 
wind is reported to have struck the 
town of Wayne^lto. 

TERRIFIC THUNDERSTORM. 



One Man Killed and Thousands of Dol- 
'lara* Worth of Property Oeatroyed. 

Pittsburg, Pa., April 18.— With ter- 
rifying swiftness the thunder storm 
which came out of thq west Sunday 
evening crashed over Pittsburg, pour- 
ing miniature rivers through streets, 
flooding cellars and inflicting damage 
that will reach thousands of dollars. 
Many buildings were struck. Irving 
T. Wilson, of Dubois, Pa., while walk- 
ing from one building to another at 
the Dixmont insane asylum, where he 
la employed, was struck down by a 
bolt of lightning. He waa dead when 
picked up. 

The congregation of Christ M. E. 
church, in Center avenue, was storm- 
bound. The street for blocks was 
fiooded. Street car traffic waa almost 
entirely suspended in the eastern por- 
tions of the city. In Wllkinsburg the 
cloud-burst pournd through the valley. 
People were driven Into the second 
stories of their homes. The loss to 
property in the 87th ward was great. 
'A house In Goal street was almost 
swept away from a Pitt street yard on 
Pennsylvania raHroad. A signal tower 
of the Pennsylvania railroad waa 
struck by lightning and the adjoining 
passenger atatton waa fired.

Washington, April 18.— An executive 
committee of the American Anti-Trust 
league, through its secretary, H. B. 
Martin, has sent Attorney Oeneral 
Knox a letter In which they congratu- 
late the department at Justice, of which 
the letter aaya the leagde heretofore 
has complained because of what the 
league considered its dilatoriness Id 
enforcing the Sherman anti-trust act 
on "the conspicuous success its effortii 
have aebleved In securing a vital and 
far-reaching Judicial Interpretation of 
the act of 1890." The letter then de- 
clares It is essential tliat the Injunc- 
tion obtained be followed up If its ben- 
eflta are to be realised by penal prose- 
cutiona of the offlcera and individuals 
who form the Northern Securities Co. 
The attorney general Is also urged to 
institute "proceedings, both civil and 
criminal, against the anthracite coal 
truat" 

Richmond. Va., April 18.— The de- 
cision of the United States circuit 
court of appeals In the Northern Se- 
curities merger case, John Skelton 
Williams, president of the Seaboard 
Air Line railway system, says be re- 
gards as one of the greatest blesstogs 
and the brightest promisee for railroad 
interests and general buslne-ss that the 
country could have. In an interview 
Sunday with a press representative, 
when aaked his opinion of the decision, 
Williams said: "I am satisfied that 
when they come to study the matter 
carefully railroad men and thinking 
men of all classes, not only In the 
south, but in the country generally, 
except those whose ambitious schemes 
are directly hindered, will be united 
in the feeling that the decision l« 
sound law. good sense and for the ad- 
vantage of all legitimate Interests and 
for the country's welfare. I-'Vom a le- 
gal standpoint it accords with the 
opinions of mAny of the ablest law- 
yers of the country and it seems to 
be fortified with authorities and rea- 
soning too strong to be shaken. I 
have no fear that the supreme court 
will reverse or seriously modify it. 

"The Independent railroads and sys- 
tems are by this decision assured that 
connecting lines with whom they In- 
terchange business can not be bought 
by some powerf\il competitor of their 
own and of such friendly connecting 
lines and the holders of securities in 
the independent systems will be as- 
sured that tliedr interests can not be 
.1('ni)ar<lizeil by the sale of a ma.lority 
share to rivals whose interests may 
be to divert the business of the road 
to other channels at the expense of 
minority holders."

The family was asleep on the second 
floor. Mr. Morris was a brother of 
Mrs, Haaa. From the position ot hla

family out of the room* when over- 
come by amoke and flames. The fire- 
men sacceeded in saving the other 
membera of the family after heroic 
work, so rapidly did tb<> flamivi spread. 
The body of Frank Haa.s and the un- 
conscious governess wen- fntind on 
the back stairs. Louis Haas broke bis 
leg jumping firom a aeoond-atory win- 
dow. 

Mr. Morris waa the senior member 
of the well-known comnnerflal law 
firm of Morris & Newberger. He was 
born In California In 1857 and has prac 
tlced here since 1877. 

The Injured members of the Haas 
family are still In a soriotts condition, 
though if is bclievt'd all will recover. 
Mrs. H;uL.~ ai l one ot her dnuplitfrs 
are suffering, and It was feared at 
first that they had inhaled flames. 
Pr. Haas, one of the best-known physi- 
cians In the city, was at Lima, Ind., 
visiting his son at military school.
